FRANCE  AND  BELGIUM  RECEIVE 

^LARGEST  SHARES  OF  REPARATION 


PAItIS,  Jan.  22^A  list  of  the  dclireries  made  by  Germany  to 
the  Allief  in  exeoutkm  of  tbc'^peace  treaty  dvaing  its  .lint  year,  hat 
fust  been  issued  by  the  reparations  commission.  The  deliveries  were 
made  on  r«'parations  account  tip  t<»  Drrrmhrr  M.  The  chief  item 
is  coal,  amountinjtf  to  17,818,840  tons.  Next  is  dyestuffs,  of  which 
10^87327  kilos  were  delivered. 

Other  delimies  were :  Steamers,  sailing  vessels  and  fishing  boats, 
2,054,729  tons;  inland  navigation  materials,  38^30  tons;  livestock, 
5<jO,17()  head;  seed.  6,802,588  kilos;  ammonium  sulphate,  19,000  tons; 
pharmaceutical  products,  57,823  kilos;  rolling  stock,  4,571;  trucks, 
129,555 ;\motor  lorries,  5,000;  mixed  raUway  material,  140,000  tons; 
agricultural  machinery,  131,505  maehmes. 

In  addition  to  the  deliveries  placed  to  her  credit.  Article  238  of 
the  treaty  provides  that  Ormany  shall  effect  restitution  of  objects  of 
every  nature,  and  securities  and  cash  taken  away,  setted  or 
fequettered.  ^  ~"

Tha  monks  and  thdr  dogs  ware 
aroaasd  early  Friday  by  revolver 
shota  With  the  aid  of  the  dogs,  the 
monks  found  the  bodies  of  three  well 
to  do  Italian  Alplnlata  In  th»  wnow. 

The  bodies  of  two  were  found  f^r^i, 
riddled  with  bullets.  They  had  liorn 
robbed.  After  a  longer  eearch  with 
tho  help  of  the  Swiss  patrol,  the  third 
was  dlosovorad.  Tha  three  Alplalata 
had  started  without  guides. 

The  murdsrers  used  skis.  Both 
the  Bwlas  and  Italian  passes  are  being 
guarded  by  the  Alpine  police,  and 
the  monks  and  dogs  are  aiding  them 
hi  the  ssareh  for  tha  murdarsrs.

DUBLIN,  Jan.  2Z. — This  has  been  thi?  liveliest  week  In  Ireland 
in  some  time.  Dublin  Castle  authorities  had  reported  in  the  previous 
week  a  fall  in  disorders,  but  this  was  more  apparent  than  real,  as  the 
figiU'es  for  the  week  before  last  included  trifling  attacks  on  the  niails. 

Thia  yiTglr  vat  mmwirmA  ky  aarious  aMbuihfis.'  On  OM  dhv  tfiffM 
barracks  in  Tipperary  were  attacked  by  larg^e  bands,  whicfc  were  de- 
feated without  serioos  casualties.  The  most  fatal  event  was  in  the 
amt^ush  in  County  Clare,  where  a  police  patrol  was  attacked  by  tifty 
men  who  killed  a  district  inspector,  a  sergeant  knd  four  constables, 
and  wouodBd  two  others. 

Several  ambulhes  were  attempted  on  a  large  scale,  the  roads 
being  blocked  by  stone  u  :ills  and  trees.  A  feature  of  recent  happen- 
ings is  the  frequency  of  ambushes  and  attacks  on  barracks  iq  the 
Newry  district  of  Northeast  Ulster,  which  is  soon  to  come  upder^  the 
Belfast  parliament.

Military  authorities  record  with  satisfaction  the  operation  near 
Timoleague,  County  Cork,  when  an  Essex  re|;iment  surprised  an 
ambush  party  and  captured  25  men.

This  is  a 
mcst  Important  featur<«  hi  relation  to 
our  harbor  developmeru.  and  one 
wf!lch  should  not  be  lofi  sight  of  for

Miiould  be  emphasized  that  Vlriotii  Im

water  unobstruetad  by  rock  or  shoal.

Having  mentionril  some  of  our 
rtStural  adv^ntaRCH  aiwt  what  must  l>e 
(^one  at  the  ocean  docks  before  they 
can  be  practically  operated,  let  u.m 
consider  for  a  moment  the  best  means 
of  soeurlnv  an  aaseuttvs  administra- 
tion whleh  would  meet  all  raqvlre- 
ments. 

At  present  1hcse  dnrkf  .nre  in  the 
hnnds  of  tho  Canadian  .National  Hall- 
ways. The  fact  would  he  apt  to  elim- 
inate their  iillllzatlon  by  other  corii- 
panlea,  and  It  is  absolutely  cjc^eiitlal 
that  tha  docks  be  common  property, 
so  to  apaak,  at  tha  service  of  all  who 
v;ish  to  taka  advantage  of  thsm.  We 
have  an  excellent  example  in  the  port 
of  Montreal,  whicjj  handles  more  ton- 
n.iKe  in  the  eight  month'»  of  the  >enr 
iliiring  which  Its  harbor  Is  open  than 
eny  other  point  In  Anirrica  all  the 
year  round  with  the  possible  excep- 
tion of  New  York.  Th^  port  of 
Montreal  Is  In  tha  hands  of  a  harbor 
commission,  that  Is,  a  body  of  rapra- 
tientatlve  business  men  who  sre  elect- 
ed Or  appointed  to  supervise  the  port 
dc\  elopment.  These  men  really  form 
n  board  of  directors,  without  salary, 
and  it  .being  to  their  bent  interosfe  to 
encourage  by  every  mean?  In  their 
powsr  any  movement  which  tends  to- 
ward progress,  only  the  most  bana- 
flolal  results  follow  such  an  admin- 
istration. Wa  woald  suggsst  thars- 
f ore,  that  the  ocean  dooks  bs  released 
to  a  harbor  commission  composed  of 
I  I'lii  (  sentallvo  business  men  of  Vic- 
toria, to  frame  a  progressive  policy  of 
port  development.

Hibtory  —  Superiority  in 
Guns  Demanded  From  War 
Office  by  'Haig 


^Zha  davalapmant  ai  tha  BiMWi  Ar- 
tlllsry  la  FMaaa,  mm  aaan  itmm  tha 
Inside,  was  dsscrlbsd  In  detail  by 
Col.  K.  A.  Robertson  la  speaking  to 
the  memberH  of  the  reornunlzed  Fifth 
Kefflment,  C  C  A.  at  the  I>rlll  Hall 
Tliuii<du>  ntKhi 

In  the  oriKlnal  B.  K.  F.  there  were 
only  48<  guns  and  howltsers.  On  the 
day  of  tha  Artnlatloa  thara  were  a 
tatallaf  t.4t7  sma  and  hawltssrs  of 
all  natnraa  in  Fraaea  (siatnilva  of 
anti-aircraft  artillery  and  mertara). 
said  Col.  Robertson. 

When.  In  191C.  the  Commander  of 
the  British  Forces  In  France  sub- 
fiillted  to  the  War  Offlce  his  pro- 
Kramme  fur  artiller\  •  oustructlon  he 
kept  in  mind  two  main  principles: 

1st.  Having  obtained  from  the  beet 
Information  avallabla  tha  aumbar  of 
guns  In  tha  Oanaan  .Araay  and  tha 
ineraaaa  the  anamy  waa  almlas  nt. 
to  ask  for  such  a  number  as  would 
give  the  British  a  daelatva  JMrhtlng 
superiority. 

2n«l.  lleuxy  guns  to  be  Wad  only 
for  work  that  heavy  howitasrs  could 
not  do. 

The  prefarenca  for  howltsers 
caused  a  certain  amount  of  crltlelam, 
but  there  wara  two  good  raaaoag  to 
Justify  tha  saeond  prinelpla.  In  tha 
Orat  place  tha  Ufa  of  a  howltsar  Is 
far  longer  then  that  of  a  gun  of  the 
same  calibre.  For  example,  a  fi-lnch 
gun  win  fire  1.500  rouiulH  while  a 
6-lnch  h/iwllzei  will  tite  10.000 
rounds.  Aa  every  weapon  had  to  ko 
back  to  England  to  be  r>  ihk  i  an.i 
generally  ranovatad.  It  Is  obvious  that 
the  second  pirtacUMa  waa  net  only 
sound  but  nsBggsnry  from  a  ■Mwwfaa- 
turlng  paint  of  vlaw. 

The  saeond  reason  to  Justify  a  pra- 
ponderance  of  howltsers  is  In  tha 
fact  that  howltzer.s  .ire  caplei  fo 
place  In  the  Held,  a.s  many  can  he 
sited  111  .1  <  oitiparath  el>  lliintcd  .in  a 
owing  to  the  high  line  of  departure 
of  the  shell,  and  also  the  problem  of 
orsat  claaranca  la  raraly  mat  with  in 
a  hawltaar  battary 

New  Weapons 

The  nrttlsh  Artillery  owes  a  great 
deal  to  Mjijor-Oeneral  Sir  Stanley 
von  Donop.  It  was  due  to  his  fore- 
sight and  inltiatlvo  that  the  t.t-lnch 
Mark  I.  Howltaor  was  Introduoad. 
probably  the  best  and  most  rallabla 
weapon  the  British  put  In  tha  field, 
and  the  only  modern  howltser  avail- 
able at  the  outbreak  of  the  war.  Al- 
though 11  was  In  190H  that  he  flr«t 
beeari  to  advocate  the  use  of  the 
heavy  howltaer  In  the  field,  it  was  as 
late  as  .luly,  1*14,  that  the  first 
9. 2 -inch  howltsar  passed  its  test. 

Othar  naw  howitasrs  usad  during 
tha  waar  wsra  tha  C-lneh  2t  ewt,  tha 
••Inch  and  ths  tS-lnch.  All  thiias 
howltsers  were  moved  In  thd  flald' 
by  mechanical  transport. 

Improvements  of  design  In  guns 
Included  the  6-inch  Mark  XIX.  on 
field  carriage,  the  •.Z-lnch  Mark 
XIX.  and  also  ths  12-Inch  and  14-inch 
guns  on  railway  mountlnss. 

Probably  tha  moat  notleaabM  now 
faatura  in  thla  class  waa  tha  Invan- 
tlon  and  Introduction  during  the  war 
of  the  Instantaneous  Fuse  No.  10<. 
So  sensitive  was  this  fuse  that  a  fi- 
ln<h  or  8-lnch  shell  exploded  by  this 
fuse  would  make  a  hole  In  th'^  ground 
no  larger  than  a  man's  hat.  it  was 
especially  destructive  against  person- 
nel, as  ths  splinters  wsrs  scattered 
to  a  great  range  and  closs  to  the 
ground.  Tha  faat  that  those  frag- 
ments wara  scattarad  at  right  angles 
to  the  line  of  fire  made  this  fuse  es- 
pecially valuable  In  tasks  of  wire 
cutting. 

Other  new     ammunition  Included 
large  calibre  radius  headed  (or  long 
pointed  shslla)  smoks  and  gas  shslls. 
and  alao  Impravad  Inoandlary  shalto. 
Obeervstlon 

Probably  no  phase  of  artillery  has 
received  as  great  strides  as  methods 
of  observation.  First  and  foremost 
was  the  use  of  tha  aaroplane.  Hot 
only  did  thssa  obagrvam  glva  Infar- 
matlon  ragarding  tha  location  of  hoa- 
tile  batteries  and  tha  movements  of 
enemy  transport  but  they  gave  infor- 
mation to  our  batteries  concerning 
the  accura^;v  of  our  own  shooting. 
l>urlnK  an  attack  by  our  forces  aero 
planes  were  specially  \.ilual>le  In 
picking  up  splendid  targets  and  di- 
recting our  artillery  Are  against  them. 

Balloona  wara  not  aa  altogether 
now  thing  daring  tha  war.  bnt  the 
wotk  thay  wara  aalM  open  to  per- 
fomf  was  greatly  developed.  Special 
mention  should  be  made  of  their 
srlentlflc  Ntudy  of  air  conditions  snd 
they  were  responsible  for  the  daily 
and  hourly  tabulating  of  this  Infor- 
mation. These  tables  were  sent  to 
all  batteries  ssvarmi  tUnaa  dally  aa 
mataor  talagramai  and  this  waa  ot 
groat  asslgunea  tn  obtaining  aeevi^ta 
Shooting.

The  Cansdian  Corps  had  as  Itn 
counter  balteiy  officer  Colonel  A.

Battle  of  Amiens,  Aug.  1.  Itll,  whsre 
BO  much  care  was  observed  to  keep 
all  preparation  of  the  lni|>endlng  at- 
tack secret  from  the  enem>.  At  the 
opening  <>f  this  battle,  at  7.ero  hour, 
over  2,000  British  guns  opened  de- 
structive fire  without  registration 
with  rasulu  disastrous  to  tha  ansmy. 

.Undar  tha  heading  of  Tsatlos  men- 
tion ahoald  bo  mada  of  tha  moving 
barrage.  This  foatura  of  oo-oporatlon 
of  the  artillery  with  the  infantry  was 
introduced  in  1916.  and  considerable 
attention  was  g^ing  to  truletlng  the 
Infantry  how  to  follow  this  barrage. 
While  the  Infantry  followed  cloee  to 
ths  moving  barrags  the  artillery  in- 
variably placed  alstf  a  standing  bur- 
rags  on  tha  anaOR^r's  front  line.  Whsn 
our  Infantry  raaehad  thalr  first  ob- 
jective this  ^ataadlng  A>argaga  woulA 
lift  about  104  yards  lo  provide  further 
protection  against  a  paaMhto  ooaatar 
attack. 

OrganlsatloB 

Napoloon  taught  Europe  that  ar- 
tillery shoald  bo  omployod  In  masses 
in  order  to  prepara  for  doolalva  ae> 
tlon.  Observance  of  this  cardinal 
principle  means  concentration  at  the 
right  time  and  at  the  decisive  point. 

Organization  in  war  depend.^  on  the 
posslbllitlas  of  command  and  (Admin- 
istration. Thasa  pooslMlltIss  aro  lim- 
ited by  tha  capacity  of  ona  aaan's 
brain,  tha  facMttos  of  communleatlon 
and  the  degroa  Of  movomant  that  Is 

going  on. 

The  Hrltlsh  policy  of  decentralisa- 
tion in  connection  with  artillery  com- 
mend is  in  strong  contrast  i<>  the  pol- 
icy of  centralisation  so  loved  by  the 
German  General  Staff  and  tha  results 
obtained  on  both  sides  provo  tha  ad- 
vaata«os  of  tha  Brltjah  aolloy.

Inspector  Tucker,  who  was  detailed  t<i 
take  charge  of  the  situation,  reported  that 
these  people  were  harmless  unless  interfered 
with,  and  that  unless  tliey  met  with  a  favor- 
able rcceptioa  at  lAit  hands  of   the  Donkho-

Canada.  The  majority  of  these  foreigners 
proved  themselves  tlirifty  and  law-abiding 
citizens,  and  it  was  only  b^  some  of  them 
holding  certain  peculiar  rtligious  beliefs  that 
trouble  was  caused. 

Some  of  the  earliest  loitii^n  settlers  were 
the  Donkhohors,  In  May,  iH<>«>,  Prince  Hil- 
kofT  headed  a  deputation  which  suuj;lit  to  find 
a  spot  on  which  to  found  a  Uoukhobor 
colony.  Suitable  sites  were  selected  near 
Vorkton.  and  three  thriving  villages  sprang 
into  cxistentc.  . 

For  the  mojit  part  the  Doukhobors,  who, 
on  their  arri\"i|,  were  vegetarians,  attracted 
very  little  attention  and  were  content  to  lead 
fi  very  peacefni.  .'existence  under  the  able 
j^iiidance  of  their  leader,  Peter  \>regin,  but 
there  was  a  certani  section  of  them  who  were 
pronofinced  fanatics,  and  some  of  these  wl.o 
had  spent  the  Winter  at  I'nrt  W  illiam,  f  »,i 
tario,  were  sent  back  without  any  warning 
into  the  Province  of  .Saskatchewan  during  the 
early  part  of  ipc^.  and  a  rr.-i/\  band  frmn  tlie 
United  States,  calling  themselves  Adamites, 
under  the  leadership  of  one.  Jim  Sharpe, 
Qame  over  to  {jrnternizc  with  them. 

Tn  order  ^o  look  after  these  deluded 
people,  some  of  the  police  detachments  had  to 
be  vacated,  and  in  coHNe(piciue  the  regular 
M'ork  was  seriously  interfered  with.  Th< 
Doukhobors.  seventy  men.  women  and  chil- 
dren, arrived  in  Yorkton  in  two  colonist  cars 
on  .\pril  j<>.  i(Ki8.  in  charge  of  an  Ontario 
(lovernnicnt  t*fHcial.  who  returned  as  soon  as 
be  could  after  delivery. 

Imniediatciv  after  tlieir  arrival,  the  Douk- 
hobors conmiciiced  to  disrobe,    and  twenty 
men  and  women,  entirely  nude,  paraded  the 
street-     Tlic    poli(  e  had  them    returned  to 
their  car.s  as  quickly  as  pos*ibic.  and  the  Pro- 
vincial r>ov^nmcnt  was  asked  for  instruc- 
tions.   Some  dcla\  endued,  ouinp^  lit  a  differ-  j 
ence  of  opinion  between  tlie  Provincial  and  | 
Dominion  authorities  as  to  who  liad  the  care  j 
of  the«r  people,  .uid  in     the     meantime  tlie 
police  took  matters  mlo  their  own  hands  by 
hiring  the  Agricultural  Hall  and  placing  the 
whole  party  there  under  a  strong  guard. 

tin  lune  5,  the  Doukhobors  were  removed 
from  Yorkton  to  a  camp  established  near 
Orcatlia,  b\  instructions  from  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior.  The  camo  consisted  of 
twelve  tents  inside  a  seven-foot  fence.  Three 
constables  and  a  matron  were  placed 
on  guard  and  provisions  supplied  twice  a 
week.  The  restraint,  after  a  short  time,  had 
a  beneficial  effect,  and  a  few  were  allowed  to 
go  as  "mentally  cured." 

On  July  15.  twelve  <»f  the  worst,  sbc  men 
and  six  women,  were  committed  as  lunatics. 
'I'he  removal  of  these  twelve  was  the  catt<5e  of 
a  three  hours*  fight,  in  which  the  whole  band 
attacked  the  police  with  sticks  and  stones.  As 
soon  as  the  rxilice  bad  e«;tabltsbed  order,  thr 
remainder  of  the  band  started  a  hunger 
Strike,  which  necessitated  the  children  being 
removed  to  Vorkt«in  that  tbr\  might  be  fed. 

On  Julv  aj.  Peter  \  eregiu  agreed  to  take 
rharfre  of  the  children,  and  four  of  the  adults 
bad  t.  otif'i,  fe.I  '  x     ..  d.  V,\ 

July  they  gave  up  their  efforts  at  starva- 
tion and  bcf^n  to  eat.  ami  from  this  time  no 
inrreat  trouble  arose,  except  four,  who  were 
afterwards  committed  a^  .lunatics,  coming  to 
their  senses  aeain.  • 

The  .\damites  first  came  to  the  n.-tice  of 
the  police  in  n  telegram  from  Mr  rtruce 
Walker  Commi'*<^ionrr  of  Tmniteration.  Win-

The  following  letter  from  Sharpe  was 
handed  to  Irispector  Tucker:  "To  save  blood- 

slied.  use  some  judgment  ;  if  yon  are  deter- 
mined to  take  me  dead  or  alive,  i  would 
rather  you  wcJiild  shoot  me  from  ambu!#i  and 
not  shoot  any  of  my  followers,  and  then  you 
wouldn't  be  taking  chances  of  getting  shot. 
I  will  never  give  up  alive.  If  I  have  to  con- 
tinue being  among  sinfn!  men,  T  had  rather 
die;  none  can  .say  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ 
only  by  the  Holy  Ghost.  The  spirit  came  to 
Christ  in  the  shaj>e  of  a  do\e,  .md  it  came  to 
me  in  the  shape  of  a  lion,  .\s  it  is  written, 
I  would  be  like  a  lion  among  the  Cfcntiles. 
according  to  the  Scriptures.  I  woidd  be 
raised  up  by  your  brethren.  I  don't  want  to 
kill:  T  want  to  do  good.  David  and  Jesus 
Christ  is  one.  When  the  Doukhobors  receive 
me.  then  the  Lord  will  prove  me,  and  your 
eyes  can  open  wide."  • 

The  progress  of  Sharpe  and  his  l)and.  with 
their  one  lame  horse,  was  necessarily  slow, 
and  it  was  not  until  Julv  21  that  they  entered 
Saskatchewan,  near  Langenburg.  In  the 
nieantime.  feeling  that  an  arrest  would  mean 
bloodshed  and  probable  injtiry  to  women  and 
children,  the  .\ttorney-(  leneral  w  as  con- 
sulted, it  being  finally  decided  that  arms 
were  not  to  be  resorted  to.  Tiie  efYect  of 
Sharpe's  wild  ravings  fm  tlie  Doukhobors  was 
the  main  danger  t(»  be  feared.  l)nt  the  p(>Iice 
ascertained  from  Peter  Vercgin,  the  Doukho- 


hobors  ignoring  Sharpe  and  (tf  a  letter  writ 
ten  by  Jiini,  couched  in  Scriptural  plira&c- 
ology,  stating  he  would  return  to  the  L'nite# 
States  if  the  Doukhol>or.-)  did  not  accept  him 
as  leader,  the  Government  decided  to  let  the 
party  proceed  on  their  way,  with  the  under- 
standing the  |>olice  were  to  arrest  if  any  dis- 
turbance appeared  likelv. 

I  iidcr  close  .supervision  of  the  police,  the 
Adamites  remained  about  thA  Doukhobor 
V  illa;4:es  until  \n;;nvt  i|  w  lien  thev  decided 
"tlie  people  ol  (iotl.  '  i.e.,  the  Doukhobors,  did 
not  want  them,  and  commenced  to  retrace 
their  steps  southward.  The  departure  was  no 
tloubt  hastened  by  the  action  of  Peter  V  ere- 
gin.  who  instructed  the  Doukliobors  to  have 
no  further  dei^ings  •  with  $^arpc<  and  his 
party, 

Sharpe  expressed  disgust  at  the  way  the 
Doukhobors  pandered  to  \  erej^in's  whims 
and  obeved  his  rominaiids,  and  continued: 
"Hut  they  must  be  the  people  of  (tod  or  they 
would  never  live  in  .sucli  subservience,  Verc- 
gin has  a  fine  f.;raft,  aii<l  I  would  like  to 
run  the  .spiritual  »ide  of  the  ^usinc,s>  for  him." 

The  Adamites  reentered  the  ITnited  States 

on  September  X.  (mssing  the  line  south  of 
Alameda.  They  informed  Constable  King, 
who  saw  them  safely  off.  that  they  would  re- 
turn in  the  Spring,  but  tlri8|Waa  the  last  Can- 

aila  saw  of  tlu-m. 

In  1907,  Inspector  .\.  .\I.  Jarvis.  C.M.G., 
relieved  Inspector  Howard  of  the  command 
of  tlie  Mackenzie  Ri\er  district,  and  in  Kydf^ 
forwarde<l  a  rpjxirt  to  headquarters  of  a 
patrol  made  bv  hi-m  in  a  whalipg  shir>  from 
Ilerscliel!  I-la'tu!  t  •  I'aillic  Man  !  T-r  the 
purpose  of  a-scertaining  the  condition  of  the 
natives  and  inquiring  into  the  treatment  ac- 
corded to  tlu-m  l>\  the  whalers,  and  to  assert 
Canadia'n  sovereij^ntv . 

During  this  patrol,  which  commenced  on 
.August  1.2,  Inspector  Jarvis  was  the  guest  of 
Captain  Ceorge  \\  .  Porter,  of  the  SS. 
I'elnga.  The  ship,  which  covered  nearly 
2,000  miles  during  the  cruise,  passed  Cieary, 
Pelly.  IIoo]>er,  Pullen  and  P.aillic  Islands, 
Cape  Hatliurst  w.ts  p;rssed.  as  well  as  Nel- 
son's Head  and  Hanks  Land,  the  Prince  of 
Wales  Straits  being  followed  to  Prince  Al- 
bert's Land. 

This  journey  supplied  the  police  with 
some  very  interesting  details  of  the  whaling 
industry  and  the  habits  of  the  whalers.  It 
had  been  thought  for  many  years  that  it  was 
impossible  t.>  get  east  of  Point  P>arro\v, 
Alaska,  for  bowhead  whales,  and  it  was  not 
until  t8(>i  that  the  first  bowhead  was  taken 
from  Canadian  waters  by  the  SS.  Crampus, 
whose  catch  for  that  year  and  the  year  fol- 
lowing was  twenty-one  whales. 

From  1801  to  1908.  as  far  as  could  be  as- 
certained, the  catch  in  Canadian  waters  was 
T.345  whales,  and  it  must  be  remembered  that 
practically  all  the  whalincf  was  carried  on 
from  San  Pranci^co  Putting  the  bone  at  an 
avciage  of  2,(X)0  pounds  per  head,  and  the 
average  price  at  $5  per  pound,  this  resource 
would  amount  to  ?n,4;o.ooo,  'I'aking  into 
consideration  with  this  tiie  fur  trade  with  the 
natives,  the  total  value  of  furs  and  whales 
taken  to  the  States  during  this  period  would 
reach  $14,850,000. 

The  hone  from  the  bowhead  whales  was 
prarticallv  all  controlled  bv  ]vl;;ar  7?  Lewis, 
of  .Vew  lledlord.  .Mass,,  and  buyers  came  to 
him  from  England.  France.  Germany,  and.  in 
fact,  from  all  j>;irts  of  the  vvdrld.  it  bciii",  iim  -1 
in  the  manufacture  of  whips,  corsets, 
parasols,  silks,  etc. 

Some  remarkable  fart^  were  rollecfed  bv 
Inspector  Jarvis  in  relation  to    the  whaling 


struck  at  least  twenty-five  years  previous,  as 
tbaae  harpoon  heads  had  nut  been  used  bitice 
then.  ' 

At  points  wluie  the  ship  touched  duiing- 
thiji  patrol  Inspector  Jarvis  reported  that  the 
natives  seemetl  tn  be  in  the  best  of  health. 
S|>eaking  of  the  l\ski4Uo  of  this  region  and  of 
tiieir  sim|)le  trust  in  the  white  man's  medi- 
cine, he  tells  an  amusing  storv  :  ".\  Dr.  Howe, 
an  American  surgeon  to  tin  \M;;1o-.Anierican 
Polar  Expedition.  I'lurin^  the  W  niter  of  \*)0~- 
l<^<>^.  found  his  supplies  running  low,  so  e.x- 
periinented  along  faith  cure  lines  with  one 
old  Pskimo  woman  who  was  supposed  to  be 
.suflfering  with  some  internal  complaint,  liiv- 
ing  her  a  pill,  the  effect  of  which  he  knew 


nn'ning  camp  where  law  i^  so  well  enforced* 
where  men  and  winnen  are  so  safe  in  going 

about  the  streets  as  they  are  in  this  camp." 

In  sup|>ort  of  the  al>ove,  it  ni  men-

years.  .^tranv;e  t.>  sav .  all  the  crimes  of  this 
character  which  had  ^>ccurred  in  the  Yukon, 
with  one  exception,  were  committed  at  dif- 
ferent p<iints  on  the  river  between  Dawaon

The  Niurder  recortlcd  in  i«)o8  was  110  ex- 
ception to  the  rule.  Three  men.  Elfors,  a 
Finn  and'  I'ercrman  and  \''('s..ii  two 
Swedes,  left  Whitchorse  in  a  small  boat  to- 
gether in  Jnne.

was  to  bc^  th^  turning  vellow  of  the  sclerotic 

coat  of  her  eye,  he  soicmnlv  told  her  that  if 
lier  eye  did  not  pftsent  a  yellow  appearance 
next  day,  she  would  surely  die;  otherwise, 
her  cure  would  be  absolute,  complete  and 
final.  She  was  to  report  next  day.  The  fol- 
lowing morning  the  patient  presented  herself 
bright  and  early  at  the  doctor's  door,  ycllow- 
eved,  radiant  and  completely  cured."  With 
C5aucasian  and  Eskimo  alike,  great  is  the 
power  of  faith. 

Another  story  illustrating  the  great  faith 
of  the' Eskimo  is  related  by  the  eminent  Arc- 
tic explorer.  Stefansson:  "Seated  one  dav 
with  Oo-vai-ooak  side  by  side  fishing  through 
adjacent  holes  in  the  ice.  the  white  man  was 
experiencing  fisherman's  luck.  Calling 
across  to  him,  Oo-vai-ooak  said.  'How  is  it, 
brother?  Have  you  any  fish?'  *\o.'  replied 
Stefansson,  *I  haye  taken  nothing.'  'Have 
yon  sf)okeii  l<i  C.od  this  morning?'  asked  the 
chief  in  a  businesslike  tone,  '\o,'  said  the 
wilted  Walton.  'Well,  that's  what's  the  mat 
ter,"  rettirned  Oo-vai-ooak,  '1  always  speak 
tf>  God  every  morniug  before  I  go  fishing. 
The  missionarv  told  me  what  to  say.  It  al- 
ways works.  T  have  manv  fish.'  Stefansson. 
interested,  asked.  '.\nd  do  you  do  the  same 
when  you  go  duck  hunting  or  goose  hunting, 
or  w  hen  v  o\i  are  after  seal '*  '\o,'  eagerly 
responded  Oo-vai-ooak.  dropping  his  line  and 
pressing  close  to  the  explorer.  'Is  there  a 
praver  for  duck  and  one  for  {^oose  and  for 
seal?    The  missionarv  never    told  me  that. 
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boi  u.i.ici.  and  otlici.s,  inal  no  eiKouragc- 
ment  wooM  be  git^  to  the  Adamites.

Elfors  enticed  Bergman    ab^ut  a  mile  back 

from  the  river  and  killed  him.  He  returned  tO 
Anderson,  and  after  leading  him  to  within  a 
few  yards  of  the  scene  of  the  murder,  fired  at 
him.  .\uderson,  though  wounded,  managed 
to  escape  and  convey  wortl  to  Reg.  No.  2447; 
Constable  Thompson,  at  Selkirk,  that  in  lut 
probability  Bergman  had  been  killed.  The 
constable  dressed  .Anderson's  wounds  and 
promptly  started  down  river  in  a  canoe  after 
Elfors. 

No  sooner  had  the  poliqc  at  Dawson  re- 
ceived word  of  the  suspected  murder  than  the 
telegraph  line  was  blOwn  down  by  a  bad 
storm.  There  were  j\<>  steamers  running 
on  the  river,  as  navigation  h^d  not  opened,  so 
men  could  not  be  sent  front  Dawson  to  the 
scene,  some  175  miles  up-stream,  nor  could 
word  be  sent  to  Wliiteborsc  bv  wire  to  scad 
men  down  by  canoe  or  boat,  l^inally.  Super- 
intendent Snyder  was  reached  via  Eagle, 
l-'airbanks,  V'aldez  and  Skagway,  and  he  at 
once  sent  an  officer  and  a  sergeant.  In  the 
meantime.  Constable  Thompson  (later  pro- 
mote<l  to  corporal)  had  captured  ICIfors.  and 
seven  days  after  the  party  from  Whitehorsc 
foun.l  Hergman's  body.  Elfofs  was  tried, 
convicted  and  sentenced  to  be  hanged  on 
October  6-    He  was  executed  on  that  date. 

The  following  summary  appeared  in  the 
Yukon  paper*  as  '  a  record  of  which  all 
Yukoners  should  be  proud,  exemplifying,  as 
it  does,  the  manner  in  which  law  should  be

His  lite  was,  and  probably  will  continue 
to  IM,  a  su'bject  for  controversy,  bat  his 
work»  are  hailed  the  world  over  as  a  treastire 
of  great  price.  Let  ua  dwell  for  a  little, 
Melung  to  aiuilyse  some  of  the  fare  beauty 
and  charm  as  revealed  in  the  poems  and 
rongs  Scotland's  most  illustrious  bard, 
Roboie  Burns. 

What  is  the  ^rcrrt  of  his  iiopularity 

— even  at  this  distant  age;  what  power  has 
enabled  the  peasant  to  take  sueh  a  jrrip  tipon 
the  hearts  of  l)i^  countrymen?  Carlylc  hit 
the  mark  when  he  said  it  was  "Sincerity — his 
indisputable  air  of  Truth."  It  was  Worda- 
HOrth,  we  believe,  who  also  said  that  Burns 
built  upon  a  foundation  of  simple  truth. 

Here  was  a  man.  a  humble  toiler,  looking^ 
out  upon  the  world  from  the  shadow  of  his 
cottaire — an  ancient  "clay-thatched  biefifin'  " 
-•looking  on  sodetv  high  and  low.  on  Nature 
homely  and  beautiful,  with  the  clearest  eye. 
the  most  piercinjf  insight,  and  the  warmest 
heart.  Touching?  life  at  a  hundred  points,  he 
ijimsed  to  the  core  all  the  sterling  worth  as 
well  as  the  hollow  pretence  evident  in  those 
he  met — the  humor,  the  pathos,  and  the  sor^ 
row  of  bttrtian  existence  ;  expresslnnf  what  he 
saw  with  a  directness  and  "force,  .1  vitality 
that  tingled  to  the  finger  tips.  Burns  forced 
the  phrases  of  bis  rich  dialect  into  literature 
and  made  tjiem  forever  classical. 

Large-hearted  sympathy,  generous  en- 
thusiasm, reckless  abandonment,  (lerce  in- 
dignation, nicltiuf,'  compassion,  rare  flashes 
of  moral  insight — all  are  portrayed  m  the 
writings  from  his  prolific  pen.  Rverywhere 
is  evident  the  strone  intellect,  driven  direct 
to  the  mark  bv  the  fervid  heart  behind.  Ab- 
solute truthfulness,  intense  reality— ^hese 
have  made  the  poet  immortal. 

Btoirraphers  of  Burns  are  not  few.  but  the 
truest  "life"  is  his  poems.  Seldom.  If  ever, 
docs  he  pose ;  he  lives.  His  appeal  is  as  wide 
as  humanity — therein,  we  believe,  lies  the 
secret  of  his  power.  What  a  world  of 
vision,  what  an  insight  into  other  realm?,  and 
what  a  world  of  phrase;  what  breadths,  what 
heights  of  fancy  I  It  is  a  great  personality 
one  meets  in  the  poems  of  Burns ;  above  all 
shines  the  preat  heart  that  makes  him  in- 
creasingly a  power  among  his  brother  men 
and  the  fenius  by  virtue  of  which  he  aita 
secure  among  the  immortals. 

The  clocjucnt  pas.«sagc  given  below  is 
quoted  from  "Owd  Bob,"  by  Alf.  OUivant  and 
.1  real  trihutr  to  the  memory  of  the  poet 
Adam  Macadam,  a  rugged,  dour  Scotchman, 
ia  fiving  his  vmkdktory  addrm  btfora  a 
gatnerini:  nf  tenantry:

happens  to  adore  at  the  moment.  Many  of 
his  love  songs,  and  rightly  s<j,  arc  mitinged 
with  the  least  hint  of  earthly  desire ;  these, 
-too,  undoubtedly,  are  of  the  most  beautiful 
and  charming  of  his  w  ritings.  We  have  only 
to  use  one  instance  to  illustrate  our. claim:' 

"Wil?  thou  be  my  dearie? 

When  sorrow  wrings  thy  gentle  heart, 
\\'ilt  thou  let  me  cheer  thee?  , 

liy  the  treasure  of  my. soul, 
That's  tho  l(^vc  I  bear  thee?" 

Could  words  portray  a  feeling  more  ex- 
quisitely tender-^a  tender  longing  for  that 
sweet  comradeship  which  is  in  Itself  Mie 
highest  form  oi  love. 

Bums  had  a  fine  appreciation  of  the 
'  •  '  '  !  1'  lies  in  a  woman's  eyes,  if  the  lines 
4Uotcd  below  are  any  criterion.  These  were 
fnap>ired  by  the  vision  of  a  young  woman 
from  (  '  untry  as  she  paMcd  down  the 
High  Sticct  of  Dumfries: 

"Her  yellow  hair,  beyond  compare. 

Comes  trtnkling  down  her  swan-like  neck, 
And  her  two  eyes,  like  stars  in  skies. 

Would  keep  a  sinking  ship  frae  wreck." 

One  of  their  greatest  charms  is  the 
intense  human  interest  which  characterizes 
all  of  the  poet's  writings.  There  is  no  at- 
tempt at  labored  writing  Of  rhetorir  With 
an  astonishing  fluency,  the  rhyme  seems  to 
flow  in  a  prodigal  stream  from  his  gifted  pen 
a  gift  to  the  nation  *)f  which  he,  himself, 
was  such  a  loyal  subject.  Love,  friendship, 
independent,  patriotism — these  were  ever 
the  inspiration  of  his  great  gen  .  and 
around  these  themes  are  woven  the  tiner  of 
his  writings.  Deep-rooted,  also,  was  his  love 
of  Nature  in  all  its  varied  moods ;  of  his  pas- 
sionate love  of  Nature  many  sublime  pas- 
sages might  be  quoted  did  the  exigencies  of 
space  permit.  What  mbre  tender  than  his 
oration.  "Tn  a  Mountain  Daisy."  in  which  he 
is  human  enough  to  sorrow  over  a  daisy 
tamed  erer  by  this  plow : 

•*Wee,  modest,  crimson-tipped  flow'r, 

Thou's  met  me  in  an  evil  hour; 
Vox  1  maun  crush  amang  thc^  stoure 

Thy  slender  stem ;  * 
To  spare  thee  now  is  p«t  my  pow'r. 

Thou  bonnie  gem  " 

Burns'  poems,  inspired  as  they  wefe, 
straight  from  the  heart,  were  written  with  no 
thought  of  pecuniary  reward  of  recompense. 
Dr.  Currie,  speakinj:^  of  the  refusal  of  Rums 
to  become  a  weekly  contributor  to  the  "I'oet's 
Comer"  in  The  Morning  Chronicle,  at  a  re- 
muneration of  a  guinea  a  week,  says,  "Yet  he 
had  for  several  years  furnished,  and  was  tven 
at  that  time  furnishing,  the  "Museum"  of 
Johnson  with  his  beautiful  lyric?.,  without  fee 
or  reward,  and  was  obstinately  refusing  all 
recompense  for  his  assistance  to  the  greater 
work  of  Mr.  Thomson,  which  the  justice  and 
generosity  of  that  gentleman  was  pressing 
upon  him. 

Burn^^'  poems,  in  all  tlifir  beauty,  were 
written  for  love.

He 
had  a  strong  sense  <)f  wh.it  was  ilue  to  native 
worth,  apart  altogether  from  false  distincr 
tions  as  to  caste  and  society:  the  vindication 
i>f  this  natural  worth  was  to  him  a  ;;re.Tt  call 
and  one  of  noblest  aims  in  life.  Nothing 
could  mov    ^    n  from  his  pride  in  this 

respect— his  r  !  were  amply  justified  in 
his  actions;  in  the  inherent  nobility  of  his 
nature  he  felt  cmiTinced  that,  though  bom 

and  bred  in  the  TC\0'^\  hnniM'-  cimimstances, 
he  was  the  equal  of  the  highest  in  the  land. 
Listen:  "What  signify  the  silly,  idle  gee- 
gaws  of  wealth  it  th'  )  '  '  i  impery  of  great- 
ness? When  fellow  pa  i  ikns  of  the  same 
nature,  fear  the  same  «>"i.  have  the  same

Therein  he 
has  (lipnified  the  humble  ahodts  of  the  poor, 
compelling  reverence  and  respect  for  the 
piety  of  Scotland's  peasantry,  while  remind* 
ing  us  that

tpringi  .      *  • 

That  makes  her  loved  at  home,  revered 
abroad." 

»  Many  examples  niiphl  be  adduced  of 
Burns'  power  u.s  a  moral  teacher,  when  he 
chtMe  to  wield  the  t^n  in  this  regard.  What 
more  \vlu>lesonie  advice  crmld  one  man  ^'ivc 
to  another  than  that  revealed  in  his  "Epi>ilc 
to  a  Young  Friend" — perhaps  one  of  his 
finest  poems,  with  a  moral  tone  running 
throughout :

Burns'  "Address  to  the  Inco  Cuid"  is 
probably  one  oi  the  most  perfect  of  the  poet's 
moral  writings,  incorporating  the  virtues  of 
humor,  charity  and  truth  in  a  perfect  com- 
bination. It  is  meant  for  the  Pharisees  of  his 
own  aixl  every  succeeding  age,  and  its  Knes 
will  well  repay  stndv 

The  satires  of  Burns — among  his  earlier 
pr^uctions-^went  to  the  mark  with  a  dlrtet-

•  insir  \>  when  present.  Burns'  senses 
seemed  cqu  •  acute  in  orobing  hjrpocrisy 
and  sham,  .11  i  e  never  mlad  to  cast  scorn 
—often,  too,  ridicule— upon  the' attempts  of 
such  individuals  to  use  religion  as  a  cloak. 
Note  the  keen,  cutting  satire  running  througii 
"Holy  Willie's  Prayer.*  and  also  the  epitaph 
which  was  later  writltn  for  due  typiw 
Pharisee :

X  had  sent  me  a  wire  to  say  that  he 
couldn't  join  me,  and  had  given  me  no  time 
to  find  another  pal,  and  in  consequence  I  had 
found  myself,  on  the  banks  of  the  famous 
Cowichan  and  on  one  «'i  its  best  reaches,  by 
my  lonesome.  I  was  dunning  my  waders, 
.  having  put  my  roil  together,  when  1  was 
startled  by  hearing  in  the  usual  twaag  of  OOr 
good  friends  from  the  Ignited  v'^tates: 

"Gee  whizz!  fliat  sure  is  a  rum  fly  you've 
got  here,"  and,  looking  up,  1  saw  a  tall  black- 
coated  gentleman  smoking  a  lonj^  cigar  and 
with  a  cheery  smile  on  his  face.  His  re- 
marks were  about  my  favorite  pattern  fly.  a 
rough,  nondescript  thing  made  of  pig's 
wool  and  mohair  mixed,  for  a  body  and  oi  a 
dirty  yellow  color,  and  just  enough  mallard's 
wine:  to  say  that  it  had  a  wing;  in  fact,  I 
quite  agree  with  the  commeiu  made  On  it  by 
my  friend.  Uncle  Sam. 

"You're  a  fisherman.  I  see."  said  1  to  open 
the  ball.  "Yep,"  was  his  reply.  So  I  sug- 
.gested  that  he  would  have  a  cast  and  try  the 
Hy.  but  he  declined  by  saying  that  he  had 
his  wife  and  a  party  of  friends  in  an  auto- 
mobile some  distance  awa3^son  the  road,  but 
said  he  would  like  to  see  me  fish  the  pool, 
and  that  he  would  give  me  a  fly  that  would 
catcfi  a  fish  after  I  had  failed  with  the  '  dog 
gonr*  one  T  had  on.  I  smiled  at  him,  and 
was  soon  wadinp  very  carefiillv  thron^jh 
still,  shallow  water,  doing  my  utmost  to  make 
as  little  wave  as  poeaibM,  as  the  water  was 
fairly  low  and  the  sun  very  bright,  and  not  a 
breath  of  wind.  Had  I  not  taken  this  pre- 
caution, I  should  have  disturbed  the  best  part 
of  the  water,  which  was  j«st  at  the  edge  of 
the  main  stream,  towards  which  I  was  mov- 
ing;  a  few  short  casts,  in  a  place  where  I  have 
c.-uight  a  steelhead  beft^rc.  without  any  re- 
sult, and  then  1  begin  in  earnest,  fishing  very 
carefully  with  a  fairly  long  line. 

The  Fun  SUrU 

I  had  fished  nearly  all  the  best  water 
without  the  sign  of  a  fish,  and  was  already 
thinking  that  I  would  have  to  accept  Uncfr 
Sam's  fly.  when  suddenly,  just  as  T  was  , 
to  take  the  line  off  the  water^  for  anotlier 
cast.  The  Ihie  tightened  and  I  struck,  and 
away  he  went  as  if  nothing  would  Stop  him. 
I  was  then  at  the  last  ten  jrtrds  of  the  run. 
and  just  below  there  was  a  strong  rapid  and  a 
fairly  sharp  bend  in  the  river*  in  fact,  about 
the  worst  place  ^ou  can  conceive,  so  you  may 
imagine  my  feelings  when  1  saw  my  fish  dis- 
appearing through  the  rapid  and  make  a  jump 
some  sixty  yards  below  me.  But  he  was  not 
stopping,  for,  hardly  had  hc^shown  himself, 
than  away  he  goes  again,  and.  before  I  can 
realize  it.  he  has  disappeared  round  the  bentk 
I  follow  as  quickly  as  I  can,  wading  through 
the  shallow  water,  as  the  bush  was  unap- 
proachable, beinpf  covered  with  tall  alders, 
but  that  was  not  the  worst  of  it,  for  now  the 
water  suddenly  became  deep,  and  I  had  to 


i>top  and  just  trust  to  luck.  I  knew  my 
chances  of  landing  that  fish  were  small  in- 
deed, but  luckily  he  .sto|>pr»I.  "Would  he 
come  up?"  I  wondered.  I  was  then  imtting 
on  all  the  strain  I  dared,  but  I  was  helpless : 
'  .  i  !  go  down,  I  was  indeed  un- 
done, and,  141  waa  lucky,  would  only  losik  the 
fly.  . 

All  these  things  went  hurriedly  through 
my  inin<f.  when  1  noticed  something  moving 
in  the  thick  aiders  on  the  bank.  W.s,  it  was 
Uncle  Sam,  who  waa  holding  by  one  hand  on 
a  frail  branch  and  shouting  to  me :  "Hand  me 
your  pole,"  holding  out  the  other  hand.  I 
seized  the  opportunity,  and  in  another  second 
I'ncle  Sam  was  cHnihiii^j  as  best  he  could 
through  the  thicket,  holding  my  rod  high  so 
as  to  clear  the  branches.  How  he  did  it  will 
always  remain  a  m^rstery  to  me,  but  ha  A!, 
and  I  in  the  meantime  had  waded  up  stream 
and  rushed  up  the  bank  ulierc  I  had  started

There  he  was  jilasin^^  tlie  fiish  like  an  old 
hand,  and  nothing  would  induce  me  to  take 
the  rod  frpm  him.  though  he  threatened  to 
throw  it  into  the  w.ut  r.  but  when  I  told  him 
to  go  ahead,  he  thought  better  of  it,  and  con- 
tinued to  play  the  fish  with  a  masterly  hand. 
The  fish  in  the  meantime  had  settled  down, 
and  was  putting  up  a  strong  fight,  jumping 
continuously,  and,  as  steelheads  so  often  do. 
throwing  himself  on  the  top  df^the  water  and 
running  for  some  distance  an  mch  or  so  be- 
low the  surface.  This  one  was  a  fighter  par 
excellence ;  he  never  stopped  a  second,  and,  al- 
though I  had  my  pocket  gaflF  readv.  I  knew 
that  it  would  not  be  wanted  for  wme  tipuc- 
In  the  meantime  I  had  crawled  dk>wn  a  vnry 
steep  bartk.  Itickilv  clear  of  bush,  and  had  got 
on  to  a  small  rock  which  was  jutting  out  some 
few  feet  into  the  water,  which  was  very  deep. 
I  'ncle  Sam  had  watched  my  movements,  and 
wjien  he  saw  me  kneeling  on  the  said  rock, 
he  immediately  took  in  the  situation,  and  1 
watched  his  face,  still  with  a  smile,  his  cigar 
gone,  also  his  hat.  but  looking  sereneh 
happy,  and  all  the  time  giving  our  fish  all  th^ 
butt  he  knew.  ( 

Tlic  fish  was  by  no  means  done  for.  He 
had  ittartcd  to  run  down  stream,  and  made  a 
rush,  and  was  all  but  out  of  the  pool,  when 
he  jumi  .  '  ncc  more.  Uncle  Sam,  I  eoald 
see,  had  made  up  his  mind  that  he  was  not 
going  any  further,  for.  if  he.  had  ever  given 
any  butt  before,  he  gave  it  now  with  a 
vengeance,  but  the  tackle  was  good,  and  he 
stopped  our  friend,  who  quickly  sailed  up 
stream,  and  was  soon  opposite  me.  Undtt 
Sam,  still  giving  him  the  butt,  very  cleverly 
brought  him  dose  to  me,  but  not  close 
enough  to  reach  with  my  short  pocket  gafiP, 
but  the  next  time  he  passed  me,  I  had  a  shot 
at  him  and  gaffed  him,  and  in  a  second  was 
safelv  out  of  the  water,  and  in  less  time  than 
it  takes  to  tell,  was  on  the  bank,  where  he 
was  swiftly  put  out  of  his  misery.  He 
weighed  exactly  fourteen  pounds,  and  had 
not  been  in  fres||  w»ter  more  than  twenty* 
four  hours,  for  he  Was  covered  with  sea  lice. 
Uncle  Sam,  after  much  coaxing,  took  the  fish, 
which  I  hoped  would  prevent  his  getthig  his 
hair  pulled  by  his  wife  for  keiq>inf  ^r  a|i^ 
the  party  waiting  so  long.

heart  an  arrant  knave— a  pilferer  oi  the 
people's  money,  who  at  last  waa  found  dead 
of  insobriety  in  .1  ditch  by  the  wayside.  Wh-i. 
one  considers  the  facts,  one  can  forgive  the 
poet  for  his  wide  latitude  in  language  in  ex- 

posini:  the  terril)le  inconsistency  of  a«ch 
characters  bearing  rule  in  the  church. 

Some  of  hit  more  satirical  pieces,  d-rected 
1.;  .  in  '  the  church  and  its  customs,  may  at 
first  glance  appear  irreverent — but  when  one 
probes  a  little  further,  this    aspect  changes. 
Triitli    .iiniot  he    irreverent.    Time  proved 
Hums  to  be  in  the    right — jiroved    him'  the 
I'cfSsessor  of  a  vision  far  in  advance    of  the 
religious  teachings  of  his  day.  It  was  no  love 
of  profanity  that  made    the  poet    use  his 
sharpest  of  all  weapons — that  of  satire,  pierc- 
keenness.

nothing  The  rreatett  minds  arc  those  who

with  hyprocisy  than  the  poet?  In  the  "Holy 
i  <  we  have  depicted  far  us  a  scene  which, 
luul  we  n«t.  the  cvidaM  af 


authorities  that  cannot  be  disputed,  we  coald 

scarce  credit  Here  Burns  sees  before  him 
the  holiest  ordinance  of  the  church  con- 
ducted in  such  a  fashion  as  to  be  nothing 
short  of  sacrilege.  He  lets  loose  upon  the 
actor*  in  this  farce  such  a  flow  of  biting 
sarcasm  that  the  irreverent  custom  is  driven 
forever  from  the  chorch  of  MtiiBhIhw  and 
of  the  land. 

The  practice  IJf  writhtg  thus  rarefy  con- 
notes an  utter  detesution  of  all  forms  of 
hypocrisy  and  cant— a  real  hatred  of  the 
"holier  than  thou"  species  of  himianity. 
Burns'  hatred  of  n:  ;  r  f  pedantry  and 
snobbishness,  is  clearly  defined — all  these  at- 
tributes were  foreign  to  hia  generous 
natnra  a  nature  as  sensitive  and  cenerous  as  • 

it  was  alive  with  the  beauty  of  vision.  Had 
he  been  a  byprocite  or  a  whining  sycophant* 
he  could  have  slipped  into  some  ittcrattve  of- 
fice— that,  however,  would  ha  ' -  rn  irk- 
some and  detesta.ble  to  a  soul  that,  above  all, 
prized  its  senae  of  freedmn.  Better  were  it 
to  starve  op  an  nn t  r  .-liictive  farm,  if  needs 
f>e,  than  to  bend  the  knee  in  currying  favor. 
It  la  theae  stronr  charieteristlcs  of  Bums 
that -hare  endeared  Mm  to  humanity  alt 
throufh  the  vears  that  have  passed  since  V 
went  to  the  fast  resting  place.  A  love  of 
right— a  deep-rooted  dislike  of  the  shams  and 
hypocrisy  practised  by  certain  classes  of 
society — a  sturdy  spirit  of  independence,  and 
an  ever-present  conviction  of  the  real  wortff 
of  man — the.se  were  the  outstanding  features 
of  the  p '  el'.:  writings.  an<|  these  have  draTvn 
admirer^  rank^  of  Hffe.

My  Visit  to  Bermuda 

(Hy  Harriet  Esther  Kdwards,  aged  13  years), 
1352  Carnsew  Street,  Sir  James  Douglas 
School. 


THE  good  ship  Orinoco  was  winding  its 
way  through  many  small  islands  before 
we  first  came  in  sight  of  Hamilton,  the 
capital  city  there.   It  was  a  glorious  evening. 

and  when  .some  3,000  travelers  I  mded,  t!:e 
dusky  natives  came  on  board,  and  carried  vjnr 
baggage  to  the  hotel.  W'c  were  soon  e#tab- 
lishcd  in  the  luxurious  Hotel  l^iamilton,  which 

1  liked  very  much. 

The  next  morning  wc  were  up  early,  and 
started  on  our  first  walk  on  tlie  island.  We 
went  along  the  centre  road.  .in<l  the  dense 
grow  th  of  cedar  trees,  w  hu  ll  formed  an  excel- 
lent framework  for  the  white  houses,  im- 
pressetl  mc  very  much.  (  )n  either  si<le  of  the 
road  were  old  stone  walls,  and  in  front  of 
these  grew  oleanders. 

1  stopped  at  a  (juarry  and  saw  some  men 
(|uarrying  stone  for  their  hoi»ses.  Most  of 
the  houses  in  Bermuda  are  the  same  as  ours, 
and  the\  are  all  made  of  stone.  This  stone  is 
white,  soft  and  crumbly,  and  is  made  of  coral, 
which,  when  exposed  to  the  air,  becomes 
harder. 

Wc  passed  many  large  lily  helds,  which 
looked  lovely  in  the  sun.  There  are  many 
cactus  plants  there.  I  liked  the  Adam's 
Thre.td  best,  which  has  a  large  pink  flower, 
rising  on  a  long  pole-like  stem.  When  this 
stem  is  cut  down,  it  is  used  for  razor  strops. 

I  stayed  there  two  months,  and  ha<l  many 
lovely  walks.  Motor  cars  arc  not  known  in 
Rerinuda.  The  beach  is  white  and  san<ly.  an<l 
the  water  is  very  warm,  which  makes  bathing 
<lcligluful.  Among  the  U»vely  places  to  Msit 
are  the  Marine  Gardens  and  the  caves,  which 
many  of  you  mav  remend)er  seeitig  in  "Nep- 
tune's Daughter,  "  with  Annette  Kcllernian  in 
her  swimming  feats. 

One  of  ni\  favorite  walks  v.as  along  the 
roail  which  leails  to  the  Ciovcrnor's  residence. 
This  road  was  made  by  the  convicts  at  the 
time  when  I'ermnda  was  a  convict  settlement. 
Tlw:  walls  on  eith^  side  of  the  road  rise  to  a 
height  of  twenty  or  thirty  feet,  and  are 
covered  with  a  l)caiitifnl  climbing  i>lant  called 
T^ougainvillca.  This  plant  has  very  little 
foliage.  The  flowers,  which  somewhat  re- 
semble the  peonies  in  shape,  are  of  a  deep 
purple  color. 

ilamilton  has  not  a  very  large  population, 
but  there  are  cniite  a  ntimber  of  wliit.  people. 
It  is  very  lively  during  the  tourist  season, 
which  is  from  October  to  about  March. 

After  spending  a  delightful  tuo  months 
there.  I  left  for  home. — Public  School  Ma- 
gazine.

His  foot  stumbles 
against  a  mound,  and  lo!  he  is  standing  on  a 
mountain  of  chalk,  and  he  shoutS  with  joy  at 
the  miracle,  for  the  world  has  Qever  lost  its 
freshness  and  wonder  to  him.  "

'i'his  little  bird  «loes  all  kinds  of  stunts  on 
the  ends  of  branches  in  order  to  get  at  the  in- 
sects that  are  on  the  ends  of  the  branches  of 
the  trees.  I  shoidd  say  that  their  chief  food 
consists  of  insects.  • 

Their  eggs  are  white  nyith  faint  brownish 
si>ots,  but  it  i>  kii..wii  that  ."Sometimes  there 
are  no  spots  at  ail  on  them.  In  fact,  I  have 
found  them  myself  with  no  spots  on  them,  but 
it  is  very  sehlom  you  will  find  them  like  that. 

Their  nests  are  generally    in    old  '^ap 
suckers'  holes.   They  are  lined  with  hair  and 
fur  and  are  very  warm.   The  chickadee  lays 
from  fn  e  to  nine  eggs  during  the  months  of 
May  and  June.

Apace  at  their  disposal  have  done  a^  well  as  did 
tilt  iictkMial  family  of  Robinsons. 

A  fore:naii  printer  i»f  Irish  t*ri>,'iii,  John 
Moran,  the  liead  oi  the  iainily,  a  dozen  years 
ago  was  engaged  in  the  city  of  London,  Eng- 
land. Here  he  had  eliari;c  oi  tlie  coniposiniif 
room  uf  one  oi  the  city's  greatest  dailies,  iiut 
•s  the  years  dragged  on  ankl  John  Moran 
•  nod  thirt}  h\e.  a  lon^^in^  for  a  difTcrcnt  life 
^ickv  ever  stronger  upon  him.  The  vast  citv, 
with  its  ceaseless  bustle,  the  fierce  economic 
pressure  c.f  this  threat  centre,  and  the  nerve- 
racking  demands  uf  a  modern  newspaper  >vith 
its  mai\y  hurried  editiotis,  calling  for  nightly 
toil  at  high  tcnfion,  all  tended  to  heighten  the 
maa's  ]ongii\^  to  get  away.  So  he  threw  up 
hti  highly-paid  position,  and.  with  his  wife 
and  two  children,  came  to  Canada,  the  land  of 
pr<mii<:r  to  many  an  Old  Conntrv  family. 

ijiii  iicrc  again  circuni stances  forced  lum 
to  the  trade  he  »<>  well  knew.  He  worked  for 
several  years  on  The  Colonist  in  \'ictoria  Yet 
Still  remamcd  the  desire  for  a  different  life,  an 
oecttpation  less  exacting  on  nerves  and  time, 
steiething  which  woiiM  permit  him  to  f,'rou- 
things,  to  raise  animals,  and,  too^  to  read  at 
lihntt  some  of  the  cotintless  worth-while 
velume.s  tbat  were  in  the  world.

\<  in  ;i  l'iiirl\  ■-pot.  .  .11  a  t .  u-kl).  iiinti  coast  where 
winds  blow  chiJI  and  slirill  and  \\inter  storms 
are  many.  Ytt  to  J.  Moran,  city  weary,  and 
wjih  jumpy  nerves,  such  a  place  was  a  desired 
iiaven.  He  applied  for  and  got  the  position. 
So  one  day  in  the  Summer  of  1916  found  him, 
his  wife,  his  twenty-five-y ear-old  sAn  and 
ei«ht^ear-oId  daughter  landing  on  Green 
fsTand,  this  Rrcy.  grim  rock^  in  the  North 
Pacitic.  near  to  .Maska's  shore. 

The  story  of  their  next  four  years  of  life  is 
a  history  of  wonderful  adaptability  and  an  epic 
ii>  making  the  tuon  of  their  aurroundings. 
A4>o\t  the  high  tide  mark  on  the  rock  is  not 
more  than  an  acre  of  irregular  plateau.  Here 
through  the  ages  of  time  since  first  a  vast  up- 
heaval sent  the  rock  nipward  jutting,  a  little 
earth  had  formed — ground  rock,  rotted  wood 
l>y  Winter's  storm  thrown  up.  the  droppings  of 
million.s  on  millions  of  gulls,  riche^■t  of  all 
formations,  and  the  decayed  stalks  of  grass 
and  weeds,  t)ie  seeds  of  these  wonderfully 
wjnd-hlown  to  this  lonely  spot.  So  the.'c  mod- 
ern adventurers  made  a  garden  and  success- 
fully grew  potatoes  and  th^^uatial  Knt  of  prod- 
uce eanmon  to  northern  refjions.  Soon  after 
ihetr  landing  they  had  wiit  for  some  Belgian 
hftrct.  tttirmfl^  with  a  |Mir  of  these,  and  by 
iMpOtting  oecasitiiullv  new  hn.  '  Ug^  in 

two  veara'  time  so  many  rabbits  tlie  pens  they 
had  btiilt  would  not  hoM  them ;  so  they  turned 
'  'oose  upon  tlic  island.  And  despite  the 
Kfcai  toll  the  wet  and  frost  of  Winter  Ukes, 
tke  island  today  is  still  overrun  with  the  ani 
maJs  I'u  protect  their  garden  they  had  to 
build  a  fence  and  run  wire  several  feet  into  the 
ground.  But  building  a  fence  i.s  no  job  on 
(Jreen  Island.  ICverv  tide  brings  in  countless 
cords  of  wood  to  choose  from..  On  a  rocky 
ledge  on  the  north  side  of  the  island  the  wood 
lodges,  so  they  have  firewood  \norc.  than  they 
can  use,  atui,  to  show  Uow  kind  N'aturc  can 
sometimes  be,  a  great  deal  of  this  is  small  stuff, 
l-ark  of  the  fir,  -wondrous  thick,  bvi^ktn 
branches  and  other  woo«l  just  stove  and  fur- 
tdtce  length ;  so  tlic  islanders  arc  not  even  put 
to  the  tioiiMe  of  cutting  their  sttpply. 

As  a<lilition  to  the  natural  \erdurc  the 
Morans  planted  oats  and  timothy,  and  now  a 
little  herd  of  half  .1  doatn  i^oats  find  pasture.

One  day  there 
visited  the  island  a  halibut  boat,  the  captain 
of  which  had  once  found  some  of  this  sub- 
stance. Little  Rosie  listened  eagerly  to  hi.s 
tale,  and  heard  of  the  immense  value  of  am- 
bergris, which  brings  about  $45  an  ounce. 
ways  after  that  she  was  filled  with  hope  that 
someday  perhaps  some  ambergris  would  drift 
ashore  on  Green  Island.  This  hope  was  in- 
creased, when  one  day,  as  the  tide  was  eb- 
bing, .she  M\/  rolling  on  the  reef,  where  she 
often  entertained  the  seals,  six  huge  whales. 
They  were  rolling  around  and  threshing  the 
shallow  water  into  a  great  foam,  each 
monster  retuniing  again  and  again  and  pass- 
ing over  a  jagged  stretch  of  rock  .T  few  feet 
wide.  This  action  had  a  peculiar  reason;  the 
great  expanse  of  the  whale*'  bellies  attract 

barnacles  in  the  nanner  as  the  bottom 

of  a  ship.  These  paiasites  cause  the  whales 
great  diacomfort»  and  whenever  they  find  a 

suitable  place,  such  as  the    reef    at  Green 
Island,  thev  rub  the  barnacles  off. 

Naturally,   aeeing  the   whales  so  clofc, 

filled  Rosie  with  anticipation  that  One  of 
them  might  throw  up  some  ambafffria.  S6 
daily  after  this  she  combed  the  beach,  and  at 

last  her  heart  was  gladdened  with  the  finding 
of  a  solid  amber-colored  mass.  In  great  glee 
she  hurried  to  the  lighthouse,  and  all  the 
family  studied  the  find  with  quettioning 
eves.  It  cerUinly  bore  out  the  description  of 
this  so  valuable  thing.  It  even  smclle.l  a 
little  Tt  weighed  five  pound*,  which,  at  S45 
dollars  the  ounce,  would  mean  $3,600.

(Vuilds  Institute.  \VIiilc  -till  a  student  he  be- 
came a  contributor  to  illustrated  jouroalism, 
and  before  he  was  20  he  was  earning  a  itveli- 
hood  by  his  pencil.  His  first  enjja^'einent  was 
on  The  illustrated  Loudon  News  and  Lady's 
Pictorial,  hIa  work  for  the  latter  consisting 
chiefly  of  sketches  at  the  theatres.  lie  drew 
fur  \arious  journals,  illu.strating  btories, 
among  them  one  of  Marioo  Oaw(qrd's,  which 
necessitated  a  viait  to  Rome  -  to  obtain 
material. 

'"Mr.  Townsend  s  hrst  drawing  in  i'unch 
j^ipoared  in  1896,  and  nine  years  later  he  be- 
came art  editor  of  the  publicatioti,  having  in 
the  meantime  become  one  of  its  most  regular 
fTuTsinc  A.o'liii tuunn n.  ■  wi  smnv  jKUm  m  ii' 
lustratcd  Punch's  Diary  .f  I'arliament,  and 
was  a  well-known  figure  at  Westminster.  In 
recent  years  Mr.  Town.'^cnd  took  up  the  study 
of  etching.   He  l^vcs  a  widow  and  one  son." 

"Townsend  s  work,  whether  in  line  or 
wash*  is  one  more  proof  that  the  roundabout 
road  is  the  shortcut  cut  to  knowledge  in  art," 
says  The  Morning  Vo<,t.  ".Many  clever  younj; 
men  in  a  hurry  have  found  out  this  truism 
too  late.  Alwaya  sincere,  Townsend  spared 
no  pains  to  quicken  natural  facility  and  keep 
enthusiasm  frejh  and  buoyant.  in  recent 
years,  for  example,  he  experimented  with 
etching,  and  the  experience  gained  was  evident 
in  the  greater  directness  and  delicacy  of  his 
drawinj;s  in  Punch,  lie  also  practised  minia- 
ture painting,  and  had.^we  are  told,  a  consider- 
able clientele,  which  took  him  annually  to 
America.  Townsend  and  Fred  Pegram,  the 
artist,  were  married  to  sisters,  whose  brother, 
Ronald  Gray,  is  also  a  well4cnown  artist. 

"Townsend  m  his  own  way  ranked  with 
Raven-Hill  as  a  line  liraughtsman  of  great 
(liMtinction,  the  latter,  however,  surpassinf  his 
collea;,'ue  as  a  humorist.  Both  y  llowv 
students  at  Lambeth  School  of  Ait.  it  and 
Heatherley's  in  their  day  being  famous  ti am- 
ine: centres  for  illustrators.  Maurice  Orciffen- 
hagen  and  Sidney  .Simc  were  at  Heatherley's 
about  the  time — some  thirty  years  ago — with 
Townsend,,  Raven  Hill.  Arthur  Rackham, 
Ldgar  Wilson  and  C.  H.  Shannon.

AIR-TIGHT  JOINT  FOR  HOSE 

Compressed  air  is  of  almost  universal  ap- 
plication in  mininiT  operations,  and  for  that 
reason  widespread  interest  will  be  felt  in  the 
new  device  which  a  British  firm  has  pro- 
duced for  efTcctively  coupling'  up  the  flexible 
hose  which  is  used  with  pneumatic  tools. 
The  joint  ia  made  by  two  cone-shaped  metai 
sjugots.  one  of  which  screws  into  the  other, 
and  it  is  firmly  secured  by  metal  sleeves 
which  preaa  the  rubber  tightly  over  serrations 
on  the  spifjots.  and  so  prevent  the  hose  from 
being  blown  or  pulled  off.  Pressures  up  to 
500  pounds  per  square  inch  have  been  suc- 
cessfully withstood  without  leakage.  These 
sleeves  also  overhang  the  screwerl  part  of  the 
spigot  and  protect  it  against  <lamagc.  There 
are  no  loose  parts  in  this  coupling*  and  it 
may  be  rapidly  connected  or  disconnected  by 
hand  without  the  use  of  any  tools.  The 
joint  is  so  tight  and  reliable  that  pif>ea  Utted 
with  it  may  be  used  for  the  conyeyancr  of 
oil  and  other  liquids.  It  is  applicable  also  to 
meullic  heMs,  with  most  ratisilKtOry  fresu1t«.

Another  advantage  lies  •  in  the  reduced 
amount  of  steel  required  for  a  roof  designed 
to  sustain  a  particular  weight  The  system 
of  welding  adopted  has  been  devised  to  give 
reliable  results  even  when  the  work  v  is  car- 
ried out  by  men  with  a  moderate  i^Bomit  of 
training.

If  it  were  removed 
to  a  million  times  ita  distan  r    t  would  then 
be  nearer  to  us  than  all    tmt  .il)out  a  dozen 
stars  in  the  sky,  it  would  ai>pear  less  than  one 
five-hundredths  of  €  aecond  of  arc  in  diameter 
and  wfHild  be  just  easily  visible  to  the  lin- 
aidcd  eye  as  a  star  of  about  the  fifth  magni- 
tude.    If  we  can   measure  the  apparent 
<lianicter  of  the  stars  and  know  their  distance, 
it  is  a  simple  problem  to  get  their  actual  size. 
But  when    we   realize  what    an  excessively 
small  angle  the  dtars  cover  in  the  sky  it  is  not 
'■tranpfe  that  not  so  very  long  ago  prcdictidns 
were  made  that  it  would  never  be  possible  to 
measure  the  diameters  of  the  stars ;  that  they 
are  all    "  far  away  that  even    though  some 
nia\  be  .several  tmies  as  large  as  the  sun  any 
perception  or  measurement  ol  their  apparent 
diameters  by  any  telescope  ta  <Itliti  impofstble. 
The  perception  of  a  sensible  disc  on  a  star  or 
planjft  is  limited  by  what  is  known  as  the  re- 
solviiiK  power  of  the  telescope,  this  term  being 
{^M-nerally  applied  to  the    capacity  of  the  in- 
strument to  separate  double  stars.  The  limita- 
tion of  resolvlnr  powier  is  doe  to  th^  ^l«t  that 
light  is  transmitted  by  waves    and  that  the 
ima^e  of  a  Star  at  the  focus  of  a  telescope  is 
not  a  point,  but  a  little  circular  disc  of  liglit 
c.ilied  the  diffraction  disc,  of,  the  order  of  a 
thousandth  of  an  inch  in  diameter.  Unless 
two  stars  arc  so  far  apart  that  the  centre  of 
one  of  thesa  diaca  is  hot  eloser  4Kan  the  edfe 
of  the  other,  they  cannot  be  recognized  as  a 
double  star.    This    separating    or  resolving 
power  is  proportkmal  to.  the  sise  of  the  tele- 
.^cope  and  is  such  that   the  ya-inch  telescope 
will  theoretically  enable  you  to  see  that  two 
stars  one-sixteenth  of  a  second  of    arc  apart 
arc  double,  while   the   limit  of  the  ioo>uich 
telescope  would    be    somewhat    less  than  a 
twentieth  of  a  second.    In  other  words,  the 
^j-inch  telescope  should   enable  yon  to  re- 
cof,Miize  that  two  little  points    of    light  one 
fiftieth  of  an  arc  apart  at  a  distance  of  a  mile 
are  double. 

It  is  evident  that  before  you  could  see  or 

measure  the  disc  of  a  star  its  image  at  the 
focus  mult  exceed  the  sixe^of  the  diffraction 
disc,  and  the  limit  is  hence  double  the  re- 
soh  in^r  pf>v\er.  That  is  to  say,  anything 
."^mailer  than  a  disc  one  twenty-fifth  of  an  inch 
in  diameter  at  a  distance  of  a  mile  or  a  star  of 
a  diameter  of  one-eighth  of  a  second  could  not 
be  distinguished  from  a  point  source  by  the 
/j-inch  telescope,  and  this  limit  presupposes 
practically  perfect  atmospheric  stMidb^  and 
oi)tical  perfection  of  telescope. 

When,  as  will  be  seen  later,  tlie  apparent 
diameter  of  even  the  largest  stara  is  less 
than  a  quarter  of  this  amount,  the  hopeleas- 

ness  i>{  measurement  by    existing  telescopes 
or  by  any  which  it  is  feasible  to  construct,  is 
evident.   However,  a  recent  news  note  stated 
tli.it  T'rof.     Michelsoir   had    been    able  to 
measure  the  diameter  of  the  bright  tg^  star 
Hctelgeux.  in  Oripn  by  an  attachment  to  the 
loo-inch  telescope.  This  attachment  works  on 
the  principle  of  a  very  delicate  instrument  de- 
vised by  Michelson,  called  the  interferometer, 
and  by  its  aid  the  resolving  power  of  the  tele- 
scope is  more  than  doubled.    Last  ,\pril,  by 
this  means  the  separation  of  a  double  star 
whose  components  are  only  one-twentieth  of 
a  second  apart  was  accurately    measured  at 
Mount  Wilson,  but  even  this    increase  docs 
not  suffice  tu  measure  the  diameter  of  a  utar. 
This  has    been  accomplished   evidently  by 
mounting  interferotnrter  mirrors  on  the  ends 
of  a  bar  about  30  feet  long   attached  to  the 
end  of  the  tube  of  the  xoo-inch  telescope,  thus 
bringing  the  risohrlnf  power   to  about  the 
order  of  one-hundredtn  of  a  second,  equivah  nt 
to  one  three-hundredths  of  an  inch  at  a  dis- 
iwice  of  a  mile. 

V.vcn  r.o  theoretical  c -r ^derations  slnw 
that,  only  a  very  few  of  the  brightest  and  red- 
dest starA  have  a  diameter  as  large  as  two- 
hundreJths  of  a  second,  and  this  new  device 
will,  like  many  others,  be  of  more  use  in  sat- 
isfying us  of  the  correctness  of  the  assump- 
tions and  computations  involved  in  determin- 
ing the  diameters  theoretiq|lty^|kai^i»BcMMiMy 
measuring  them. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  try  and  explain 
in  simple  lan>^tiai?e  how  the  apparent  diameter 
of  a  star  as  seen  irom  the  earth  and  its  actual 
diameter  in  niiles  may  he  estimated.  Some 
nAceksago  tb.  readers  <>f  I'lo-  c.ionist  learned 
from  work  done  at  the  Dominion  .\strophy- 
sical  Observatory  that  ccruin  double  surs 
had  their  diameters  determined  to  within  five 
per  cent  or  so  and  that  these  diamtfera  varied 
from  about  the  diameter  of  the  sun  to  five  or 
six  times  the  solar  diameter..  •  The  apparent 
diameter  of  these  stars,  however,  would  be 
only  about  one  ten-thousandth  of  a  second  of 
arc,  and  they  are  hopelesaly  below  the  limit  of 
even  the  interferomeur  method  of  measure- 
ment

It  is  furtli^  dPfident  that  the  apparent 
brightness  of  a  star  will  depend  not  only  on 
its  diameter  and  distance,  but  upon  lUc 
bri|{litneas  per  unit  area  or  aurface  intenstt>. 
Just  as  any  body,  for  example  a  mass 
iron,  when  heated,  ltri>t  becomes  a  dull  red, 
then  yellower,  and  final  I  v  white,  giving  off 
more  and  more  light  as  the  tcmiperature  rises, 
.so  the  stars  vary  in  surface  intensity,,  and  a 
good  idea  of  the  temperature  and  ttirfkee 
brightness  of  the  stars  is  given  by  tlieir 
color,  and,  more  accurately,  aa  ahown  two 
weeks  ago  ii\,  the  paper  ''Radiation  Pcom  the 
Stars,"  by  measuring  their  spectra.  I'rom  tlu- 
available  data  it  seems  probable  that  the 
whitest  and  hottest  stars,  like  those  in  'the 
Belt  of  Orion,  ^i\c  out  about  twenty  times 
as  much  light  per  square  mile  as  the  sun  does. 
Stars  like  Sirius  may  have  seven  or  eight 
times  the  aun's  surface  brightness.  Procyon 
about  twice,  Capella  about  the  same,  as  the 
sun.  Orange  stars  like  Arcturus  probably 
give  only  about  one-sixth  as  much  light  per 
Sfpiare  mile  :i-  *  ^un,  while  red  stars  like 
Betel^eux  or  .Vuiaies  may  only  give  one 
twentieth  or  one-thirtieth. 

The  problem  of  computing  the  apparent 
angular  diameter  of  any  of  the  stars  is  now 
reduced  to  a  comparatively  simple  one.  AN'e 
know  the  angular  diameter  of  the  sun  an  I 
its  total  brightness  as  compared  with  any 
star,  we  have  just  estimated  the  relative  sur- 
face intensity,  so  it  is  a  simple  matter  of  |)ro- 
portion  to  determine  the  angular  diameter  of 
any  of  the  stars.  Take,  for  example,  An- 
tares,  H  very  red  star  which  has  only  about 
one-thirtieth  the  surface  intensity  of  the  sun. 
The  sun  has  a  diameter  of  thirty  minutes, 
aad  is  190  billidn  times  aa  bright.  Knowing  • 
the  relative  surface  brightness,  the  angular 
diameter^comes  out  nearly    three  one-hun-

larger,  and  apparent the  theoretical  com- 
putatipn  was  continued  by  the  measurement.' 

This  gives  more  certainty  to  the  results, 
and  we  can  with  confidence  predict  the  an- 
gular diameter  of  any  star  we  please.  It  is 
found  there  are  only  about  25  with  a  diameter 
greater  than  one-hundredth  of  a  aecond  and 
possibly  onlv  five  or  six'  capable  of  actual 
measurement.  Knowing  the  angular  diameter, 
•we  can  at  once  calculate  the  diameter  in  miles 
for  all  stars  of  which  the  distaace-is  known. 

The  diameter  of  Antares  comes  out  about 
two  hundred  and  fifty  million  miles  and 
Betelgeux  about  three  imodred  million.  Baeh  * 
of  these  tremendous  bodies  is  big  enough  t<> 
include  the  whole  orbit  of  the  earth.  Amon^ 
the  other  bright  familiar  stars  Arcturus  has 
about  35  times  the  sun's  diameter.  Vega  fou^'j 
times.  Altair  one  and  one-half  times.  >^iriu>^. 
the  brightest  star  in  the  sky,  is  about  twice  thc 
solar  ditfmeter.  Procyon  a  little  smaller,  while 
Rigel,  probably  an  extremely  massive  star.  iV 
35  times  the  sun's  diameter.  Passing^ to  the 
other  extreme,  there  are  probably  stars  of  a 
diameter  as  small  as  one-tifth  to  one-seventh 
that  of  the  sun,  only  sliRhtly  greater  than 
Jupiter.  It  may  be  generally  staled  that  the 
stars  yisrble  to  the  unaided  eye  are  generally 
of  the  size  of  the  sun  or  larger,  the  large 
majority  less  than  ten  times  its  diameter  and 
only  a  very  few  run  tip  to  the  aiae  of  the 
earth's  orbit.  Such  fi^tires  as  these  cannot 
fail  to  impress  one  with  the  immensity  of  the 
universe  and  the  relfttive  insignificance  of  our 
own  atar  the  sun.

The  witness  said  that  W^' 
husband's  brother  was  also  a  "bleeder,"  bht 
he  had  never  had  any  teeth  taKen  out.  lit 
was  a  strong,  liealthy  man. 

Medical  evidence  was  gives  that  the 
patient  bled  continuously  aftef  -tth  teeth  had 
b«en  extracted.

Urually.  this  is  the  transmission,  and
